THE  VICTORIA  MEMORIAL  SCHOOL  FOR  THE  BLIND 

HISTORICAL  SKETCH 


The  Victoria  Memorial  School  for  the  Blind  was  founded  in  1902  to 
commemorate  the  memory  of  the  late  Queen  Empress  Victoria  though  it 
may  be  said  that  in  a  way  its  seeds  were  sown  in  Ahmedabad  by  late  Dr. 
Nilkanthrai  Dayabhai  Chhatrapati,  a  medical  practitioner.  Dr.  Chhatrapati 
lost  his  vision  in  1894  but  bravely  overcame  his  handicap  and  studied  the 
Standard  English  Braille  and  the  system  of  education  for  the  blind  in  the 
United  Kingdom.  In  this  he  was  helped  by  Dr.  John  Robb  (Aberdeen), 
retired  Civil  Surgeon  of  Ahmedabad. 

In  1895,  Dr.  Chhatrapati  started  a  school  for  blind  boys  and  girls  in 
his  family  home.  With  the  help  of  some  eminent  educationists  he  adapted 
the  Standard  English  Braille  to  the  Indian  Vernaculars.  When  the  number 
of  students  increased,  the  small  school  was  shifted  to  the  Gujerat  Vernacular 
Society  Building. 

By  1901,  Dr.  Chhatrapati’s  School  had  made  enough  progress  to  attract 
the  attention  of  the  educational  authorities  of  the  Bombay  State.  Mr.  Giles, 
the  Director  of  Education,  who  intimately  knew  the  School,  asked  the 
Victoria  Memorial  Committee  to  invite  Dr.  Chhatrapati  to  take  charge  of 
the  proposed  school  for  the  blind  in  Bombay.  Dr.  Chhatrapati  had  an  inter¬ 
view  with  Sir  Lawrence  Jenkins,  the  President  of  the  Committee,  and 
became  the  first  Principal  of  the  Bombay  blind  school.  The  Ahmedabad 
School  was  closed  down  and  the  boys  transferred  to  Bombay.  The  girl 
students  did  not  have  this  benefit  which  pained  Dr.  Chhatrapati  who  con¬ 
soled  himself  in  the  fact  that  he  was  moving  from  his  native  place  to  Bombay 
to  brighten  future  prospects  for  the  blind  as  a  whole. 

The  Victoria  Memorial  School  for  the  Blind  was  first  situated  in  a  small 
rented  building  at  Bellasis  Road.  It  was  later  temporarily  shifted  to  a 
building  under  construction  at  Foras  Road.  From  there  it  was  taken  to 
Chinch  Pokli  and  back  to  Bellasis  Road.  Before  the  School  could  per¬ 
manently  be  established  at  its  present  beautiful  site  at  Tardeo,  it  had  again 
to  ramble  to  Sleater  Road  and  Khetwadi  13th  Lane. 

The  School’s  ramblings,  as  far  as  its  location  is  considered,  ended  in 
1914  when  the  Victoria  Memorial  Committee  purchased  the  site  at  Tardeo 
and  put  up  a  magnificent  structure.  But  with  the  cessation  of  a  nomadic 
life  in  its  initial  history  of  about  twelve  years,  its  ramblings  in  the  field  of 
education  and  welfare  work  for  the  blind  began  in  which  it  has  done  much 
pioneering  work.  The  present  Committee  of  Management  has  thrown  open 
the  doors  to  blind  girls  who  are  admitted  as  day  scholars.  The  School  to-day 
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stands  as  a  beacon  light  radiating  hope,  cheer,  faith  and  courage  in  the  hearts 
of  many  whose  life  is  engulfed  in  darkness.

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THE  VICTORIA  MEMORIAL  SCHOOL  FOR  THE  BLIND 
REPORT  OF  THE  HONORARY  SECRETARY. 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  62nd  Annual  Report  of  the  School  for 
the  year  ended  the  31st  March  1964. 

India’s  Great  Loss: — It  is  but  natural  that  the  Report  should  start  on  a 
sad  note  for  the  sudden  passing  away  of  the  Prime  Minister,  Pandit  Jawahar- 
lal.  Motilal  Nehru,  on  the  27th  May  1964.  In  the  death  of  this  India’s  noblest 
son,  not  only  the  country  but  the  whole  world  has  suffered  an  irreparable 
loss.  The  School  was  honoured  by  the  visit  of  Shri  Nehru  in  1952  when  he 
inaugurated  the  Golden  Jubilee  Week  at  the  School  Premises.  It  will  not  be 
an  exaggeration  to  say  that  Shri  Nehru  was  not  only  the  champion  of  liberty 
and  peace  but  also  a  devoted  friend  of  the  common  folks  and  particularly  of 
those  who  were  in  one  or  the  other  way  suffering  from  a  physical  handicap. 
Busy  as  he  used  to  be  with  the  many  important  problems  facing  the  country 
and  the  world,  he  always  spared  some  time  to  cheer  up  the  lot  of  the  handicap 
sections  of  the  community.  The  School  will  for  ever  cherish  the  pleasant 
memories  of  his  visit  and  the  kind  words  he  uttered  to  alleviate  the  hardships 
of  the  blind  who  had  assembled  on  that  memorable  occasion  in  1952. 

New  Buildings: — It  is  unfortunate  that  the  School  has  not  been  able  to 
collect  sufficient  funds  for  the  proposed  new  building  in  spite  of  the  conti¬ 
nuous  efforts  exerted  by  the  Committee  of  Management  in  this  direction. 
The  delay  in  constructing  the  building  has  been  principally  caused 
by  the  School  not  receiving  the  grant  it  expected  from  the  Central  Ministry 
of  Education.  Since  the  total  estimated  cost  for  the  new  building  is  in  the 
vicinity  of  Rs.  400,000/-,  the  scheme  cannot  be  seen  through  unless  the  appli¬ 
cation  made  to  the  Central.  Government  receives  its  generous  consideration. 
Attempts  have  not  yet  been  given  up  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  plan  will  take 
a  concrete  shape  in  the  coming  year  with  the  help  from  the  philanthropists 
and  the  Central  and  the  State  Governments. 

Building  Grant: — Certain  Officers  from  the  Central  Ministry  of  Education, 
Shri  Nauhria  Ram,  and  Shri  Lai  Advani,  discussed  in  May  1963,  with  Shri 
M.  D.  Bhat  Vice-Chairman  of  the  School,  and  Shri  J.  R.  Shroff,  Honorary 
Secretary,  the  matter  regarding  the  building  grant  for  which  the  School  had 
submitted  an  application.  A  similar  meeting  was  arranged  with  Dr.  D.  S. 
Hajamavis,  Deputy  Director  of  Social  Welfare  (Handicapped),  Poona,  also 
in  May  1963. 

The  Institution  is  now  running  in  its  62nd  year  and  in  this  long  course 
of  its  existence  its  needs  have  grown  in  practically  all  its  departments.  The 
number  of  children  has  increased  and  the  Management  feels  sorry  that  all 
those  blind  children  who  seek  admission  cannot  be  granted  it  for  want  of 
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accommodation.  The  School  has  reached  its  final'  stage  of  becoming  High 
School  as  a  result  of  which  the  number  of  class  rooms  has  likewise  increased. 
All  the  classes  are  to  be  accommodated  in  the  space  at  present  available  and 
this  causes  a  good  deal  of  inconvenience  to  the  staff  and  the  students.  The 
living  index  from  year  to  year  shows  a  steep  rise  and  we  are  finding  it  ex¬ 
tremely  difficult  to  manage  within  the  current  fixed  per  capita  grant  of 
Rs.  30/-  p.m.  from  the  Department  of  Social  Welfare  when  the  actual  ex¬ 
pense  per  child  p.m.  is  now  over  Rs.  70/-.  The  State  Government  has  been 
approached  time  and  again  to  revise  this  grant  and  the  Institution  feels  that 
unless  this  is  done,  it  will  not  be  possible  to  bear  the  present  strain  of  high 
cost  of  living. 

The  Management  takes  this  opportunity,  therefore,  to  appeal  to  the 
large-hearted  public  to  give  maximum  help  to  the  Institution  not  only  for 
its  routine  expenses  but  also  for  the  implementation  of  its  development 
programme. 

Our  Chairmen: — We  are  pleased  to  record  that  our  popular  Chairman, 
Hon’ble  Shri  H.  K.  Chainani,  Chief  Justice  of  Bombay,  was  nominated  Acting 
Governor  of  the  Maharashtra  State  in  September  1963.  Some  of  the  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Committee  of  Management  were  received  by  His  Excellency  at 
Raj  Bhavan  on  the  13th  September  1963  and  had  TEA  with  him.  The 
Governor  donated  a  sum  of  Rs.  500/-  to  the  funds  of  the  School  for  which 
we  are  very  grateful  to  him. 

Shri  M.  C.  Chagla,  our  former  Chairman,  was  appointed  Minister  of 
Education  in  the  Central  Government  on  the  20th  November  1963.  Shri 
Chagla’s  association  with  the  School  in  his  capacity  as  Chief  Justice  of  Bom¬ 
bay  had  been  very  long  and  affectionate  and  the  Institution  feels  proud  in 
his  new  assignment  and  takes  this  opportunity  to  offer  its  congratulations 
to  him. 

Committee  Members: — Shri  K.  H.  Goregaonkar,  former  Member  and 
Trustee  of  the  School  for  many  years,  expired  after  a  prolonged  illness  on 
the  15th  November  1963.  The  news  of  his  death  was  received  with  sorrow. 
Shri  Goregaonkar  had  rendered  useful  service  to  the  School  during  his  long 
term  of  association  with  it. 

Owing  to  continued  weak  health  the  Institution  was  deprived  of  the 
service  of  qne  of  its  outstanding  Members  and  Trustees,  Shri  Varjiwandas 
Motilal  Saraiya,  who  tendered  his  resignation  on  the  30th  January  1964. 
The  Committee  most  reluctantly  accepted  his  resignation  after  placing  on 
record  the  valuable  guidance  and  help  he  used  to  give  in  the  general  advance¬ 
ment  of  the  School. 
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The  Committee  has  been  strengthened  by  the  inclusion  of  two  new  Mem¬ 
bers  on  it,  viz.,  Dr.  Rajendra  T.  Vyas,  Ph.D.,  who  was  elected  on  24th  July 
1963,  and  Shri  Jayantilal  V.  Saraiya,  B.A.,  who  was  elected  to  replace  his 
father  who  resigned  on  30-1-1964. 

Outstanding  Events: — In  the  middle  of  December  1963,  the  Principal  of 
the  School  organised  at  the  School  Premises  the  First  Workshop  on  Methods 
of  Teaching  the  Blind  Youth  and  the  First  Exhibition  of  Projects  for  Teach¬ 
ing  the  Blind.  The  function  was  presided  over  by  the  Mayor  of 
Bombay,  Shri  Eshakbhai  Bandookvala,  and  the  Workshop  and  the  Exhibition 
were  inaugurated  and  declared  open  by  Smt.  Nirmala  Raje  Bhonsle,  Minister 
of  Social  Welfare,  Government  of  Maharashtra.  Both  the  Workshop  and 
the  Exhibition  were  a  great  success. 

The  School  was  greatly  honoured  by  the  visits  of  the  Minister  of  Social 
Welfare,  Smt.  Nirmala  Raje  Bhonsle,  on  the  12th  November  1963  and  the 
Minister  of  Civil  Supplies,  Housing,  Printing  Press,  Fisheries,  Small  Savings 
and  Tourism,  Shri  Homi  J.  H.  Talyerkhan,  on  3-12-1963.  Both  the  Minis¬ 
ters  evinced  a  keen  interest  in  the  activities  of  the  School.  Notable  also  were 
the  visits  from  abroad  paid  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  F.  Wilson  and  Mr.  Eric  T. 
Boulter.  Mr.  Wilson  is  the  Director  of  the  Royal  Commonwealth  Society  for 
the  Blind  and  Mr.  Boulter  is  associated  with  the  American  Foundation  for 
Overseas  Blind. 

These  visits  took  place  in  April  and  May  1963.  The  guests  wei’e  enter¬ 
tained  to  Lunch  by  Shri  and  Smt.  M.  D.  Bhat  and  to  Dinner  by  Smt.  Queenie 
H.  C.  Captain  and  Lady  Jeena  Duggan  at  the  Willingdon  Club.  The  School 
also  organised  receptions  in  its  compound  to  honour  the  guests. 

Training  Institute  of  Teachers  for  the  Blind: — A  new  development  took 
place  in  the  Training  Course  for  the  Teachers  of  the  Blind  sponsored  by  the 
Government  of  Maharashtra  since  March  1962.  From  June  1963,  the  Minis¬ 
try  of  Education,  Government  of  India,  took  upon  itself  the  responsibility  of 
running  the  Course  in  collaboration  with  UNICEF  and  the  short  term  course 
of  six  months’  duration  was  changed  to  one  year’s  course  and  the  number 
of  teacher-trainees  was  increased  from  4  to  10.  A  separate  staff  for  the 
Training  Course  was  appointed  by  the  Ministry,  viz.,  Smt.  S.  Ahuja  as  Lec¬ 
turer,  and  Shri  K.  R.  Advani  as  Supervisor  in  Practice  Teaching.  The 
Principal  of  the  School  continued  to  be  the  Institute’s  Honorary  Director. 

Some  Stray  Thoughts  on  Life: — A  special  mention  should  be  made  about 
the  sale  proceeds  of  the  unique  publication  “SOME  STRAY  THOUGPITS  ON 
LIFE”  by  Shri  Jamshed  R.  Batliboi,  which  have  exceeded  the  limit  of 
Rs.  15,000  set  by  the  author  by  about  Rs.  1,000.

PRINCIPAL  S  REPORT 


One  Step  Further: — The  Report  for  the  year  1963-64  brings  the  School 
very  near  to  its  cherished  goal  of  becoming  a  High  School  and  as  such  it  will 
be  for  the  first  time  that  the  State  of  Maharashtra  will  have  an  institution 
for  the  blind  established  since  1902  achieving  a  singular  distinction  of  reach¬ 
ing  the  level  of  S.S.C.  Standard. 

This  is  apparently  a  historical  evolution  on  account  of  the  general  pro¬ 
gress  the  blind  welfare  work  has  made  in  the  country  in  the  last  decade. 
Looking  back  over  the  pre-independence  period  it  is  strange  to  re-call  that 
it  was  then  considered  not  desirable  that  the  blind  children  should  receive 
higher  academic  education.  But  since  Independence  things  have  altered  in 
a  tangible  way  and  the  Institution  soon  felt  that  in  the  changing  context  the 
education  of  the  blind  cannot  any  longer  be  kept  at  a  level  which  may  keep 
them  lagging  behind  the  rapid  progress  in  all  directions  India  was  called  upon 
to  make  under  the  powerful  leadership  of  the  late  Prime  Minister  Nehru. 

In  the  later  part  of  the  decade  the  course  of  the  Institution  was  there¬ 
fore  set  in  the  direction  of  raising  it  to  the  S.S.C.  level.  That  required  a 
properly  qualified  staff  in  the  first  instance  and  the  Institution  is  legitimately 
proud  that  it  has  been  able  to  secure  the  required  personnel  in  accordance 
with  the  standard  the  Institution  purports  to  achieve  and  maintain.  This 
is  also  in  accordance  with  the  Departmental  requirements  for  the  recogni¬ 
tion  of  the  School  as  High  School. 

Admission  Position: — For  the  year  under  report  the  School  had  107 
boarders  and  19  day  scholars  including  3  girls.  The  average  monthly  attend¬ 
ance  was  129.1  and  the  average  daily  attendance  was  111.4.

The  actual  number  of  applications  received  for  admission  was  far  greater 
than  the  accommodation  available  with  the  School  and  a  great  many  appli¬ 
cations  were  just  to  be  kept  on  file  for  future  consideration.  This  has  been 
a  painful  experience  for  us  for  the  last  5  years  or  so  which  will  continue  to 
affect  us  till  the  accommodation  condition  improves.  This  means  taking 
early  into  hands  the  building  extension  programme  which  is  under  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  Management  for  some  time. 

It  is  feared  that  more  and  more  children  may  have  to  be  refused  admis¬ 
sion  for  the  successive  years  if  immediate  measures  are  found  impracticable 
for  the  construction  of  the  new  building.  This  is  also  most  likely  to  affect 
the  growing  activities  of  the  School. 

Visitors: — The  School’s  popularity  far  and  wide  is  visible  in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  visitors  and  the  visits  paid  by  educational  and  social  institutions.  It 
is  noticeable  during  the  year  under  report  that  there  was  practically  an  un¬ 
broken  stream  of  visitors  to  witness  the  many-sided  activities  of  the  School. 
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Among  the  foreign  visitors  were  Mr.  Samanjai  Damroy  Baldyagun, 
Honorary  Secretary,  General  Foundation  for  the  Blind,  Bangkok,  Thailand; 
Mrs.  Isabella  Grand,  retired  teacher  of  the  blind,  California,  who  gave  an 
interesting  talk  on  “The  Working  of  the  Integrated  System  of  Education  for 
Blind  Children  in  California”;  Mr.  J.  Salisbury,  who  is  working  for  the  blind 
in  Africa  under  the  Royal  Commonwealth  Society  for  the  Blind;  Mr.  Fazlullah 
Moeneddini,  Isfahan  (Iran);  Miss  Doris  A.  Lockerson  of  the  Child  Develop¬ 
ment  Department,  Washington,  U.S.A.,  who  is  deputed  to  work  with  the  M.S. 
University,  Baroda;  Mr.  Rudolf  Ruchti  and  Miss  Kathi  Villiger,  Switzerland; 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Bywater,  London,  accompanied  by  Smt.  S.  Nanavati,  Chairman 
of  the  Finance  Raising  Committee  of  the  National  Association  for  the  Blind, 
and  Mrs.  P.  Krishnan,  an  active  honorary  worker,  Malayan  Association  for 
the  Blind,  Kerala,  Lumpur.  All  of  them  expressed  a  high  opinion  of  the 
way  in  which  the  School  was  attempting  to  educate  and  rehabilitate  the 
children. 

Among  the  visitors  from  India  were  Shri  S.  K.  Saxena,  Manager,  Insti¬ 
tution  for  the  Blind,  New  Delhi;  Miss  D.  F.  Karaka  of  “CURRENT”  whose 
visit  was  arranged  by  Lady  Duggan,  Trustee  and  Member  of  the  School;  Smt. 
Meenaxi  Apte,  Welfare  Officer,  Maharashtra  State  Social  Welfare  Advisory 
Board;  Kumari  Usha  Mohini,  Nagpur,  who  was  on  her  way  to  the  Perkins 
School  for  the  Blind,  under  a  Scholarship;  Shri  R.  G.  Patel,  Principal,  Physi¬ 
cal  Education  College,  and  Shri  M.  P.  Jhamwar,  Director  of  the  College, 
Rajpipla,  Shri  M.  Venkatrao,  Secretary,  Association  for  the  Welfare  of  the 
Blind,  and  Shri  Sheriyar  Cowasji,  Head  Master,  Government  School  for  the 
Blind,  Hyderabad,  Deccan;  Shri  Shantilal  F.  Shah,  Honorary  Secretary, 
Mohanlal  Tribhovandas  Doshi  Andh  Vidyalaya,  Surendranagar,  Saurashtra, 
and  Smt.  K.  K.  Hajara,  a  Social  Worker  from  Calcutta. 

Several  of  the  visitors  sought  advice  about  conducting  educational  insti¬ 
tutions  for  the  blind  on  proper  lines  and  organising  welfare  services  in  their 
areas  of  work. 

Special  mention  has  to  be  made  of  the  visits  made  by  Smt.  Achamma  J. 
Mathai,  Chairman  of  the  Central  Social  Welfare  Board,  accompanied  by  Smt. 
S.  K.  Wankhede,  Chairman  of  the  Maharashtra  State  Social  Welfare  Advisory 
Board,  and  Lady  Gulistan  Billimoria.  The  Central  Social  Welfare  Board  has 
under  the  current  Five  Year  Plan  sanctioned  an  amount  of  Rs.  31,000  under 
specific  items  as  a  result  of  which  the  School  has  been  able  to  make  some 
definite  progress  in  the  subjects  for  which  the  grant  has  been  given.  In  this 
connection,  Smt.  Meenaxi  Apte,  Welfare  Officer,  also  visited  the  School  in 
August  1963. 

Early  in  January  1964,  under  the  Scholarship  Scheme  of  the  Central 
Ministry  of  Education,  Kumari  A.  P.  Nagarathnan,  Teacher  from  the  Govern¬ 
ment  School  for  the  Blind,  Poonamallee,  came  to  Bombay  to  observe  the 
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work  being  done  by  the  various  institutions  for  the  blind.  She  observed  the 
working  of  the  School  from  the  8th  January  to  12th  January  1964.  All  faci¬ 
lities  were  provided  to  her  to  study  in  detail  the  various  activities  which  the 
School  has.  We  had  similarly  a  very  interesting  visit  in  late  March  1964 
from  some  blind  girls  of  Shri  Vrajlal  Durlabhji  Parekh  Andh  Mahila  Vikash 
Grah,  Rajkot.  They  stayed  for  nearly  a  week  in  Bombay  during  which 
period  they  saw  all  the  local  institutions  for  the  blind  and  acquainted  them¬ 
selves  of  the  work  of  each  of  them.  The  party  was  provided  lunch  at  the 
School  on  the  25th  March  1964.

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Staff: — With  the  addition  of  the  upper  classes,  the  necessity  was  felt  of 
appointing  two  new  teachers.  Kumari  Jyoti  J.  Joshi,  B.A.,  S.T.C.,  was  taken 
on  the  staff  on  1-7-1963  and  Smt.  Gulab  C.  Dighe,  S.T.C.,  on  the  15th  July 
1963.  Since  one  of  our  teachers,  Shri  R.  G.  Tapas,  was  deputed  for  training 
at  the  Training  Institute  of  Teachers  for  the  Blind,  Smt.  Usha  Mahajan,  S.T.C., 
was  appointed  substitute  in  his  place.  The  salary  of  the  substitute  teacher 
is  to  be  borne  by  the  Central  Ministry  of  Education. 

Two  of  our  teachers,  Kumari  P.  Almoula  and  Kumari  V.  Hatia,  left  us  on 
their  entering  into  wedlocks.  The  staff  of  the  School  gave  both  of  them  fare¬ 
well  parties  and  wished  them  well  in  their  future  life.  Smt.  Sarojini  Patel 
was  taken  on  the  staff  on  18-2-1964  in  place  of  Kumari  V.  Hatia  as  Tape 
Recordist. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  the  members  of  the  staff  visited  in  April 
1963  the  School  for  Children  in  Need  of  Special  Care.  They  also  witnessed 
in  October  1963  some  interesting  and  educative  films  on  Blind  Welfare  Educa¬ 
tion  exhibited  by  the  British  Information  Services  and  visited  with  benefit 
in  March  1964  the  Exhibitions  of  projects  organised  by  the  St.  Xavier’s  Insti¬ 
tute  of  Education  and  the  Government  Secondary  Teachers’  Training  College. 

On  the  12th  September  1983,  a  Memory  Retention  Test  was  practised  on 
the  teachers  by  Smt.  S.  Sujan,  Professor  of  Psychology,  K.  C.  College,  assisted 
by  Kumari  Rehmut  Fazalbhoy.  This  was  a  test  which  the  teachers  thorough¬ 
ly  enjoyed  apart  from  understanding  why  at  certain  periods  children  would 
show  a  downward  trend  of  progress  in  their  studies.  The  staff  had  a  very 
enjoyable  picnic  in  January  1964  at  Virar.  Shri  S.  G.  Joshi,  Superintendent 
of  the  Beggars’  Home,  Virar,  provided  all  the  facilities  for  this. 

Shri  M.  P.  Mandlekar,  who  was  taken  on  the  staff  last  year,  successfully 
appeared  for  his  S.T.C.  Examination  in  which  he  was  declared  pass  on  the 
17th  January  1964.  We  offer  our  congratulations  to  him. 

Training  Institute  of  Teachers  for  the  Blind: — The  Training  Course  for  the 
Teachers  of  the  Blind  which  was  hitherto  conducted  by  the  Government  of 
Maharashtra  was  from  this  year  run  under  the  auspices  of  the  Central  Minis¬ 
try  of  Education  in  collaboration  with  UNICEF.  The  Course  is  now  for  one 
academic  year  and  the  number  of  teachers  who  joined  it  was  10. 

In  the  new  syllabus  it  has  been  prescribed  that  the  teachers  under  train¬ 
ing  should  visit  some  of  the  leading  institutions  for  the  blind  in  the  country. 
Accordingly  a  tour  programme  for  them  was  arranged  and  the  trainees  visited 
the  institutions  for  the  blind  in  Palayamkottai,  Madras,  Poonamallee,  Delhi 
and  Dehra  Dun.  The  School  deputed  Shri  Premji  R.  Patel,  who  is  its  oldest 
teacher,  to  accompany  the  party.  Talks  by  him  and  Shri  K.  R.  Advani, 
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Supervisor  in  Practice  Teaching,  were  later  organised  on  the  visit  for  the 
benefit  of  the  staff  and  the  students  who  came  to  know  what  the  other  insti¬ 
tutions  in  other  parts  of  the  country  are  doing  for  the  education  and  amelio¬ 
ration  of  the  blind. 

Students: — The  Institution  notes  with  pride  the  progress  the  students 
and  the  ex-students  of  the  School  are  making  in  various  directions.  It  was 
a  pleasure  to  learn  that  during  the  year,  the  following  ex-students  appeared 
for  University  examinations  successfully: —

Except  No.  1,  the  rest  of  the  students  have  joined  Arts  Colleges  in 
Greater  Bombay. 

In  the  Second  Hindi  Examination,  Gunvant  Suthar  and  Vasantrai  Pandya 
secured  I  Class  while  Natvarlal  Barot  secured  distinction.  Ramesh  Devram 
Borse  appeared  for  the  Second  Examination  in  English  and  was  declared 
successful. 

A  few  of  the  students  participated  in  the  open  Geeta  Competition  in 
November  1963. 

The  employment  record  of  our  students  is  also  a  matter  of  pride  for  us. 
Shri  Ramesh  Karia  has  been  employed  as  Masseur  in  the  Government  Gene¬ 
ral  Hospital,  Junagadh,  since  May  1963.  Shri  Chunilal  Cooverji  Joshi  is 
employed  as  a  teacher  in  the  Bhavnagar  School  for  the  Blind.  Shri  Ratnakar 
Kitkule  is  employed  since  December  1963,  with  Messrs.  Poysha  Industrial 
Company  Limited.  Shri  Ishwarlal  Prajapati  was  employed  from  February 
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1964  with  Tata-Fyson  Limited  and  Shri  Kadu  Budha  Chaudhry  with  the 
Textile  Mills,  Bombay,  since  March  1964. 

In  the  Inter-School  Debate  Competition  organised  by  the  Bombay  Hindi 
Vidyarthi  Mandal  in  August  1963,  our  student,  Sardar  J.  Sheikh  won  the 
General  Secretary’s  Special  Prize.  The  Lions  Club  of  Bombay  also  orga¬ 
nised  an  Elocution  Competition  among  the  schools  for  the  blind  in  Greater 
Bombay  in  December  1963,  in  which  three  of  our  students  viz.,  Vasant  Ubale, 
Bihari  N.  Shah  and  Sardar  Sheikh  won  prizes. 

A  very  interesting  visit  was  arranged  by  our  teacher  Smt.  S.  Padbidri 
for  the  students  to  see  one  of  the  A.I.I.  Boeings  at  the  Santacruz  Airport  in 
April  1963.  The  students  had  a  thorough  look  up  of  the  Boeing  and  we  are 
extremely  grateful  to  the  A.I.I.  Management  for  this  and  for  the  tea  and 
snacks  served  to  the  party  on  the  Aircraft. 

A  second  equally  interesting  visit  was  made  by  the  batch  of  our  students 
in  February  1964  to  see  the  exhibition  on  late  Subashchandra  Bose  organised 
at  the  Jehangir  Art  Gallery.  On  the  18th  August  1963,  a  party  of  our  stu¬ 
dents  participated  in  the  JANTAR  MANTAR  Hindi  AIR  Programme. 

Braille  Reading  Competition:— The  6th  Maharashtra-Gujarat  Braille 
Reading  Competition  was  as  usual  organised  by  the  Blind  Men’s  Association, 
Bombay,  the  Eliminations  of  which  were  held  on  the  18th  January  1964  at  the 
School  premises.  The  finals  were  this  year  held  at  the  Worli  Workshop  for 
the  Blind  the  following  day.  Our  students  acquitted  themselves  in  the  Com¬ 
petition  most  creditably  winning  7  first,  6  second  and  3  merit  prizes  in  Eng¬ 
lish.  The  total  cash  amount  secured  by  our  competitors  was  Rs.  295/-.  For 
this  our  congratulations  go  to  Dungarsy  Shah,  Ramesh  Borse,  Daud  Majothi, 
Bhagwan  Patel,  Ambalal  Pomal,  Ramesh  Karia,  Khimji  Thakkar,  Vasant 
Ubale  Bhagwan  Kutino  and  Raghunath  Rakibe. 

Eye  Bank: — Eknath  Borse,  who  was  sent  for  Corneal  Grafting  operation 
at  the  Sir  Col.  Jamshedji  N.  Duggan  Eye  Bank,  Bombay,  returned  to  us  early 
in  January  1964,  with  his  vision  satisfactorily  restored  in  one  of  his  eyes.  The 
efforts  of  the  School  continue  to  see  if  more  cases  from  our  School  could  be 
thus  operated  upon  so  that  eyesight  for  them  is  wholly  or  partly  restored. 

Recreation  Programmes:— The  School  has  its  own  Recreation  Pro¬ 
grammes  Committee  consisting  of  some  members  of  the  staff  and  a  few  senior 
students.  During  the  year  this  Committee  was  responsible  for  organising 
quite  a  good  number  of  cultural  and  entertainment  activities  for  the  benefit 
of  the  children.  The  Independence  and  the  Republic  days  were  observed 
with  very  interesting  programmes  of  music  and  dramas  arranged  by  the 
students  themselves.  Similarly,  the  students  observed  the  Gandhi  Jayanti. 
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Tilak  Jayanti,  and  Subhaschandra  Bose  days  when  quite  a  few  students  spoke 
on  the  great  work  done  by  these  three  leaders  for  giving  independence  to  the 
country.  Nehru  Chacha’s  birthday  on  the  14th  November  was  also  celebrated 
by  the  students.  Shri  Ruparel,  Radio  Artiste,  was  invited  on  the  25th  Janu¬ 
ary  1964  to  give  a  talk  on  “Language  and  Modern  and  Ancient  Hindi  Kavyas”. 
There  was  also  a  debate  arranged  by  the  members  of  the  staff  in  February 
1964  to  give  some  idea  to  the  students  how  this  activity  can  be  properly 
conducted. 

Dr.  R.  T.  Vyas  was  invited  on  the  6th  July  1963  to  give  a  talk  on  his  visit 
abroad  under  the  UNESCO  Fellowship.  Miss  Meher  Aria  who  had  been  for 
training  at  the  Perkins  School  for  the  Blind,  U.S.A.,  was  also  invited  to  give 
a  talk  in  March  1964.  Much  useful  information  was  obtained  from  her  by 
the  staff  and  the  students  about  the  activities  of  that  universally  known  School 
for  the  Blind.  On  another  occasion  she  gave  for  the  special  benefit  of  the 
staff  a  further  talk  with  the  help  of  magic  lantern. 

Lions  Club: — Similarly,  the  White  Cane  Project  Committee  of  the  Lions 
Club  of  Bombay,  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Lion  Minocher  Lentin  organised 
a  series  of  programmes  for  the  entertainment  and  instruction  of  the  students. 
On  the  1st  February  1964,  the  students  from  the  various  institutions  for  the 
blind  in  Bombay  had  a  Fun,  Frolic  and  Promenading  afternoon  at  Juhu. 

Through  the  good  offices  of  Lion  B.D.  Motafaram,  miniature  X-ray  pic¬ 
tures  were  taken  of  all  the  students  of  the  School  for  detection  of  any  lung 
diseases.  For  all  this  the  Institution  is  grateful  to  Lion  Lentin  and  his  co- 
workers  for  the  excellent  programmes  arranged  by  them. 

School  Activities: — The  many  and  varied  activities  of  the  School  have 
attracted  lots  of  visitors  who  have  watched  them  with  great  pleasure  and 
interest. 

Physiotherapy: — This  Department  of  the  School  which  is  the  only  one  of 
its  kind  in  India,  has  out-grown  its  size  and  is  clamouring  for  separate  accom¬ 
modation  for  itself  for  a  pretty  long  time.  The  difficulty  this  Department 
faces  for  the  proper  organisation  of  the  Physiotherapy  Training  Centre  and 
Clinic  is  real  and  evident.  Much  better  results  could  be  achieved  if  the 
Centre  and  Clinic  has  a  block  by  itself. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  one  of  our  students,  Ramesh  Karia,  was  able  to 
secure  employment  as  masseur  in  the  Government  General  Hospital,  Juna- 
gadh.  We  were  also  pleased  to  have  another  of  our  ex-student  with  us, 
Keshav  Nalavade,  who  is  working  as  Physiotherapist  in  the  Civil  Hospital, 
Poona,  for  advance  training  in  the  subject.  Kumari  Gracy  Jacob  practised 
massage  in  a  private  capacity. 
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The  Centre  owes  a  good  deal  to  the  honorary  services  given  by  the  quali¬ 
fied  medical  staff  and  the  Institution  very  much  appreciates  the  help  they 
give  to  the  students  undergoing  training  to  qualify  them  for  the  work. 

We  were  happy  to  have  Dr.  S.  P.  Kinjawadekar,  D.A.S.F.  (Bom.),  from 
August  1963  as  an  Honorary  Member  of  the  staff  of  the  Physiotherapy  Clinic. 

At  an  Exhibition  organised  in  February  1964  by  the  Lions  Club  of  Juhu 
at  the  Gujai'at  Research  Society  on  the  different  aspects  of  work  for  the  blind, 
the  School  put  up  its  Physiotherapy  Stall  which  was  largely  visited. 

Carpentry  and  Cane-Work: — Both  these  sections  are  fast  developing  and 
have  been  responsible  in  providing  employment  to  several  of  our  ex-students. 
Many  of  the  government  departments  send  to  us  their  orders  for  chair  caning 
and  carpentry  and  during  the  year  the  gross  turn  out  of  the  work  came  to 
over  Rs.  15,000/-.  There  is  a  great  scope  for  expanding  the  carpentry  sec¬ 
tion  which  also  suffers  on  account  of  veiy  limited  space  at  present  made  avail¬ 
able  to  it. 

Tailoring  and  Bead  Work: — Many  articles  of  daily  wear  for  the  students 
are  being  turned  out  in  our  tailoring  section.  Apart  from  this,  cloth  bags, 
handkerchiefs,  pillow  cases,  table  cloth,  and  many  other  simple  articles  of  day- 
to-day  use  are  produced.  The  most  interesting  adjunct  to  this  section  is  that 
of  embroidery.  Many  visitors  are  surprised  to  see  the  intricate  and  colourful 
embroidery  done  by  the  students. 

The  bead  and  nylon  work  also  attracts  a  good  deal  of  interest.  Bags  and 
money  purses  and  several  other  varieties  of  articles  are  produced  from  beads 
and  nylon. 

Plasticine  and  Paper  Work: — On  the  creative  side,  children  of  younger 
age  are  taught  modelling  from  plasticine  clay  and  simple  paper  crafts.  Especi¬ 
ally  for  plasticine  models  children  are  given  free  scope  to  mould  articles 
about  which  they  are  familiar.  Some  of  the  samples  they  produce  are 
amazing  in  their  likeness  to  the  originals. 

Music: — As  last  year,  the  students  attended  the  Bhatkhande  School  of 
Music  at  the  Bhai'atiya  Vidya  Bhavan  for  advance  training.  The  Institution 
owes  much  to  the  personal  interest  taken  by  Pandit  Chidanand  Nagarkar, 
Principal  of  the  Music  School,  and  his  staff  in  drawing  out  musical  talents  of 
our  children. 

During  the  year  the  school  orchestra  was  invited  to  play  at  the  various 
functions  like  wedding  receptions,  Navratri  and  Ganpati  Mohatsavas  and  at 
the  Municipal  Gardens.  Some  20  such  programmes  were  given. 
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Scouting: — Scouting  has  always  been  a  great  fun  and  a  medium  of  con¬ 
tact  with  the  outside  world  for  our  children.  We  have  not  been  able  to 
introduce  in  a  regular  way  cubbing  for  the  younger  students  because  of  the 
difficulty  of  engaging  an  additional  paid  Cub  Master.  If  funds  are  made 
available  for  this  purpose,  cubbing  would  provide  an  excellent  ground  for  our 
children  to  develop  on  right  lines  their  poise  and  outlook  on  the  world  out¬ 
side  their  own  limited  sphere  of  vision. 

We  are  very  much  thankful  to  Shri  K.  A.  Gilder,  Assistant  State  Com¬ 
missioner,  for  occasionally  coming  to  witness  the  scout  movement  developing 
in  our  School  and  giving  guidance  to  the  Scout  Master  in  this  respect. 

Our  scouters  attended  the  function  organised  in  honour  of  the  National 
Commissioner,  Dr.  H.  N.  Kunzru,  in  July  1963,  at  Sir  Chunilal  Mehta  Hut. 
Our  scouts  also  participated  in  the  Scout-Guide  Week  Handicapped  Day  on 
the  3rd  December  1963  at  the  Scout-Guide  Pavillion,  Shivaji  Park.  At  the 
Annual  Sports  of  the  West  Bombay  Bharat  Scouts  and  Guides  District  Asso¬ 
ciation  held  at  the  Wellington  Ground  on  the  2nd  February  1964,  some  of  our 
blind  scouters  participated  in  the  special  items  arranged  for  them  by  the 
organisers.  The  Principal  of  the  School  was  invited  to  preside  over  the 
sports.  Our  scout  team  won  a  voucher  of  Rs.  11/-  in  appreciation  of  an  ex¬ 
cellent  demonstration  given  by  it  at  the  sports.  Our  Scout  Master,  Shri  Y.  J. 
Choksi,  was  represented  to  attend  the  Conference  organised  by  the  West 
Bombay  Association  at  the  New  Era  High  School,  in  March  1964.  At  the 
Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Association,  the  Principal  of  the  School  was 
elected  its  Vice-President. 

Tape  Book  Library: — With  the  help  of  the  grant  received  from  the  Cen¬ 
tral  Social  Welfare  Board,  we  have  been  able  to  build  up  a  satisfactory  Tape 
Book  Library  for  the  benefit  of  our  students.  The  Library  consists  of  record¬ 
ings  which  provide  useful  entertainment  and  instruction  to  our  students.  Our 
newly  appointed  Recordist  whose  salary  is  also  being  paid  from  the  C.S.W.B. 
Grant,  has  thought  of  bringing  out  a  Recorded  Magazine.  This  will  prove  of 
additional  interest  to  our  children.  We  are  thankful  to  the  15th  Ranger  East 
Bombay  for  having  taken  the  trouble  to  give  a  recording  of  a  variety  enter¬ 
tainment  Programme  in  June  1963. 

Extra-Curricular  Activities: — Many  of  the  extra-curricular  activities  of 
our  School  are  covered  in  the  preceding  portion  of  this  report.  On  the  11th 
September  1963,  our  students  participated  in  the  Open  Dramatic  Inter-School 
Competition  organised  by  Shri  Vijay  Mitra  Mandal  at  the  Gokuldas  Tejpal 
Auditorium.  Our  School  performed  the  Gujarati  Skit  “DHARTI  ANE  ABH” 
under  the  direction  of  Shri  K.  R,  Advani  and  the  performance  was  highly 
appreciated.

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Junior  Red  Cross: — As  a  result  of  the  active  interest  taken  by  Smt.  M. 
Kotak,  Organiser,  Junior  Red  Cross  Society,  it  is  likely  that  many  of  our 
students  will  enrol  themselves  as  members  of  the  Junior  Red  Cross  Society. 
A  preliminary  talk  was  arranged  on  the  subject  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Lions  Club  of  Bombay  by  Smt.  Parviz  H.  Banaji  and  later  by  Smt.  Kotak 
herself. 

Bal  Bhavan: — The  Blind  Men’s  Association,  Bombay,  has  organised  this 
special  activity  for  the  blind  children  at  Bal  Bhavan  to  enable  them  to  join 
the  sighted  children  in  free  play.

Dr.  Waterhouse: — During  the  visit  of  Dr.  Edward  J.  Waterhouse,  Direc- 
^or>  Perkins  school  for  the  Blind,  U.S.A.,  to  Bombay,  a  talk  by  him  was 
arranged  at  the  School  Premises  on  the  19th  March  1964  for  the  benefit  of 
the  teachers  of  the  blind  in  Greater  Bombay.  The  subject  of  the  talk  was 
“WHAT  IS  REQUIRED  OF  A  TEACHER  OF  THE  BLIND”?  The  interpreta¬ 
tion  of  the  talk  in  Hindi  was  done  by  Smt.  S.  Ahuja.  At  the  end  of  the  talk, 
which  provoked  much  thinking,  questions  were  invited  to  which  the  lecturer 
gave  appropriate  answers.  The  function  turned  out  to  be  a  forum  for  ex¬ 
change  of  views  on  the  qualities  essential  in  a  teacher  of  the  blind. 

First  Workshop  on  Methods  of  Teaching  the  Blind  Youth  and  the  First 
Exhibition  of  Projects  for  Teaching  the  Blind: — 

By  far  the  biggest  event  of  the  year  was  holding  one  day’s  Workshop  on 
Methods  of  Teaching  the  Blind  Youth  attached  to  which  was  an  Exhibition  of 
Projects  for  Teaching  the  Blind  Children.  The  Workshop  was  held  on  the 
9th  December  1963  and  was  inaugurated  by  Smt.  Nirmala  Raje  Bhonsle, 
Minister  for  Social  Welfare,  Maharashtra  State.  Shri  Eshakbhai  A.  Bandook- 
wala,  Mayor  of  Bombay,  Presided.  The  Workshop  was  held  in  the  Central 
Hall  of  the  School  and  the  Exhibition  of  Projects  was  arranged  in  the  room 
adjacent  to  it.  Dr.  R.  T.  Vyas  welcomed  the  Chief  and  other  Guests. 

Messages  were  received  from  Shri  H.  K.  Chainani,  Acting  Governor 
of 'Maharashtra,  and  Shri  V.  P.  Naik,  Chief  Minister  of  the  State. 

The  Workshop  was  held  under  the  Chairmanship  of  the  Principal  of  the 
School  at  which  four  important  Papers  were  presented  as  under: —

“Psychological  Principles  Involved 
in  Teaching  the  Blind”.

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Each  Paper  was  followed  by  questions  and  discussions. 

Invitations  to  attend  the  Workshop  were  sent  out  to  the  local  schools  for 
the  blind  and  to  all  the  secondary  and  primary  schools  in  Greater  Bombay 
through  the  good  offices  of  the  Educational  Inspector,  Greater  Bombay,  and 
the  Educational  Officer,  Municipal  Schools.  Teachers  from  some  of  the 
Government  Schools  for  the  Blind  also  attended  the  Workshop. 

The  underlying  idea  of  holding  the  Workshop  was  to  awaken  the  interest 
of  the  Government  and  the  public  in  the  cause  of  the  education  of  the  blind. 
The  blind  child’s  education  is  to  be  realistic  and  should  aim  at  giving  him  a 
normal  place  in  the  sighted  world  and  the  question  of  his  rehabilitation  is 
intricately  wound  up  with  his  school  education  to  develop  his  personality, 
character  and  poise. 

Knowing  as  we  do  the  very  low  standards  of  teaching  in  several  of  the 
schools  for  the  blind  in  our  country,  a  Workshop  of  this  nature  ought  to  serve 
to  a  great  degree  the  necessity  to  improve  the  quality  of  teaching.  It  is 
understandable  that  the  Workshop  in  itself  cannot  remedy  overnight  the 
standard  of  teaching  but  most  certainly  it  can  give  a  boost  to  the  concept  of 
bringing  fresh  ideas  on  the  methods  of  teaching.  After  all  much  depends 
upon  the  quality  of  teaching  personnel  who  find  their  way  in  the  schools  for 
the  blind  but  if  teaching  blind  children  is  considered  a  technical  job  it  is 
necessary  that  many  more  Workshops  of  this  kind  require  to  be  organised  at 
various  places  to  inject  new  blood  for  the  better  health  of  many  of  our  schools. 

It  was  proposed  by  the  Principal  during  the  Inaugural  Session  of  the 
Workshop  that  a  Research  Centre  on  Methods  of  Teaching  the  Blind  could  be 
established.  If  this  is  done,  teachers  of  the  blind  in  the  various  parts  of  the 
country  could  be  made  aware  of  the  results  of  the  research  and  the  modes 
by  which  the  results  might  be  obtained.  The  work  done  could  be  scientifi¬ 
cally  regularised  for  the  development  of  the  methods  of  teaching  the  blind  on 
correct  lines. 

Exhibition: — Much  time  and  energy  were  involved  in  the  creation  of 
the  Exhibition  which  was  described  by  the  Press  as  unique.  Practically  all 
the  teachers  of  the  School  under  the  instructions  of  the  Principal  prepared 
one  project  each  while  the  burden  of  giving  projects  the  concrete  shape  fell 
mostly  on  our  carpentry  instructor  assisted  by  Shri  B.  Dadarkar,  artist,  and 
Shri  Kishen  Makhija.  ex-Scout  Master  of  the  School.  But  for  their  hard- 
work  the  Exhibition  would  not  have  been  ready  in  time.  Even  some  of  our 
honorary  workers  undertook  on  their  own  accord  to  prepare  projects  and  a 
special  mention  has  to  be  made  of  Smt.  S.  K.  Tamhane,  Smt.  Bakhtavar  Daru- 
vala,  and  Smt.  S.  Sunkersett,  in  this  respect.  The  “Himalayas”  conceived  by 
Smt.  Tamhane  with  the  border  line  showing  the  Chinese  Aggression  won 
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special  appreciation  of  the  visitors.  Some  of  the  outstanding  projects  were 
the  model  of  a  “Dam”  by  Smt.  S.  Manjrekar,  (he  “Scout  Camp”  by  Shri  K. 
Makhija,  “Eskimo’s  Life”  by  Kumari  Y.  Malavade,  “Mathematical  Projects” 
by  Shri  Bakshi,  “Chandrakala”  by  Smt.  U.  Mahajan  and  “Taj  Mahal”  by 
Kumari  P.  Almoula.  The  Exhibition  was  open  to  the  public  for  10  days  and 
was  visited  by  over  7000  people.  Both  the  Workshop  and  the  Exhibition 
gave  a  wide  publicity  to  the  School  We  are  thankful  to  Smt.  Nirmala  Raje 
Bhonsle,  Minister  of  Social  Welfare,  Shri  Eshakbhai  Bandookvala,  Mayor  of 
Bombay,  the  Educational  Inspector,  Greater  Bombay,  the  Education  Officer 
Municipal  Schools,  Dr.  D.  S.  Hajarnavis,  Deputy  Director  of  Social  Welfare, 
for  their  personal  interest  in  the  Workshop  and  the  Exhibition,  and  the  Press 
which  gave  a  wide  publicity  to  the  event.  A  special  woi'd  of  thanks  is  due  to 
Shri  Patel  of  SHILPAM”  who  loaned  free  of  charge  some  of  his  sculptures 
for  the  Exhibition  which  proved  to  be  of  a  great  decorative  value. 

Educational  Museum: — We  are  deeply  thankful  to  the  East  Bombay 
Rotary  Club  for  their  second  donation  of  Rs.  500/-  towards  the  Educational 
Museum.  We  hope  that  with  further  help  from  the  East  Bombay  Rotarians 
we  shall  in  due  course  have  a  well-furnished  Museum  for  the  education  of  our 
children. 

F.  R.  C.: — The  Institution  is  grateful  to  the  Finance  Raising  Committee  ot 
the  National  Association  for  the  Blind  for  the  grant  of  Rs.  10,500  received 
as  our  share  out  of  their  annual  collections.  The  All-India  Flag  Day  orga¬ 
nised  by  NAB  on  the  21st  January  1964,  proved  very  successful  not  only  in 
fetching  greater  contributions  but  also  in  giving  wider  publicity  to  the  cause. 

Pantomime: — The  annual  Pantomime  of  the  Cheshire  Home  was  orga¬ 
nised  at  the  Gokuldas  Tejpal  Auditorium  and  as  usual  the  members  of  the 
staff  and  the  students  were  invited  on  the  27th  January  1964  to  witness  the 
Pantomime  “SINDBAD  THE  SAILOR”.  This  is  a  show  which  the  staff  and 
the  students  look  forward  to  with  great  interest. 

Gujarati  Braille  Contractions: — Because  of  the  efforts  made  by  Shri 
Himatlal  Shah,  teacher  of  the  Government  Model  School  for  Blind  Children, 
Dehra  Dun,  the  Gujarati  Braille  Contractions  Committee  met  in  November 
1963  and  in  February  1964  at  the  School  Premises  under  the  Chairmanship 
of  the  Principal  to  consider  the  system  of  contractions  evolved  by  Shri  Shah. 
Dr.  R.  T.  Vyas,  Secretary  of  the  Committee,  was  also  present. 

The  Central  Ministry  of  Education  appointed  a  Committee  on  Braille 
Mathematical  Notation  and  the  Principal  of  the  School  was  invited  to  New 
Delhi  to  attend  it  as  one  of  its  members  on  the  21st  October  1963.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  resolved  to  adopt  English  Mathematical  Notation.  The  Principal  took 
the  opportunity  of  visiting  the  Rashtriya  Virjanand  Andh  Kanya  Vidyalaya 
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in  New  Delhi,  the  Government  Model  School  for  Blind  Children  and  the 
Adult  Training  Centre  for  the  Blind,  Dehra  Dun. 

Seminar: — Smt.  Zulie  Nakhooda,  Training  Institute  for  Child  Welfare 
run  under  the  auspices  of  Balkan-ji-Bari,  organised  a  Seminar  under  the 
Chairmanship  of  Prof.  A.  R.  Wadia,  on  the  27th  February  1964  in  the  Com¬ 
mittee  Room,  Sachivalaya.  The  topic  before  the  Seminar  was  “TRAINING 
CHILD  WELFARE  AT  DIFFERENT  LEVELS”.  The  Principal  of  the  School 
attended  the  Seminar  which  was  inaugurated  by  Smt.  Vijayalakshmi  Pandit, 
Governor  of  Maharashtra. 

Theses: — Two  important  Theses  are  being  produced  on  important  aspects 
of  blindness.  The  Theses  are  being  written  by  Shri  K.  R.  Advani  and  Smt.  S. 
K.  Tamhane,  to  both  of  whom  the  Principal  has  given  guidance  in  the  pre¬ 
paration  of  their  Theses. 

Thanks: — The  Principal’s  thanks  are  due  to  Shri  J.  R.  Shroff,  Honorary 
Secretary,  for  the  encouragement  given  to  him  particularly  with  regard  to 
the  organisation  of  the  Workshop  and  the  Exhibition;  Shri  R.  R.  Bakshi,  Head 
Master,  for  assisting  him  on  the  administrative  side;  the  Members  of  the  Staff 
including  the  Office  Staff  for  their  ready  co-operation  to  him  throughout  the 
year  and  to  the  honorary  Staff  for  the  services  ungrudgingly  rendered  in  the 
school  work.
